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To  the  Hon.   Ensign   H.   Kellogg,   Speaker-  of  the  House  of 
Representatives : 

Sir, — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  186th  chapter 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1849,  estabhshing  the  office  of  Attorney 
General,  I  submit  herewith  to  the  Legislature,  the  accomf)any- 
ing  "Abstracts  and  Tabular  Statements,"  prepared  from  the 
Annual  Reports,  made  to  me  by  the  prosecuting  officers  of  the 
Commonwealth,  of  the  criminal  business  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, to  the  3d  day  of  December  last. 

I  also  append  a  statement  of  the  cases  which  have  been  ar- 
gued and  conducted  by  me,  between  the  3d  day  of  July,  when 
I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Attorney  General,  and 
the  1st  day  of  January  last.  These  cases  required  my  attend- 
ance at  all  the  law  terms  held  by  the  supreme  judicial  court 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  exception  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Norfolk,  in  which  county  no  cases  were  reserved  for  argu- 
ment before  the  full  bench. 

During  the  period  embraced  in  the  Report,  I  have  been  fre- 
quently called  upon  to  consult  and  advise  with  the  Executive, 
the  Treasurer  and  Receiver  General,  the  Land  Agent,  the  Au- 
ditor, the  Superintendent  of  Alien  Passengers,  and  the  District 
Attorneys,  upon  matters  connected  with  the  administration  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  departments,  and  have  prepared 
and  furnished  twenty-three  written  opinions  upon  various  ques- 
tions submitted  to  me  by  these  officers. 

I  have  also  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  and  Re- 
ceiver General,  the  sum  of  $355  57,  being  the  whole  amount 
due  upon  the  bonds  of  a  delinquent  auctioneer,  without  insti- 
tuting a  suit  against  the  sureties. 

At  the  August  and  November  terms  of  the  municipal  court,  I 
attended  the  grand  jury  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  in  their  ex- 
aminations of  several  cases.     In  the  annexed  statement  I  have 
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omitted  all  those  in  which  no  bills  were  found,  as  they  are  in- 
cluded by  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  for  that  county,  in  his 
Report,  and  are  embraced  in  the  accompanying  Abstract. 

There  are  various  topics,  upon  which  I  have  thought  impor- 
tant suggestions  might  be  made  to  the  Legi'slature,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  referred  to,  war- 
ranted by  the  existing  condition  of  our  criminal  jurisprudence, 
and  which  might  tend  to  improvement  in  "the  proper  and  eco- 
nomical administration  of  the  criminal  law."  But  the  brief  pe- 
riod which  has  elapsed  since  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office,  and  the  unusual  amount  of  important  business  which  has 
crowded  that  period,  arising  out  of  an  unprecedented  increase  of 
capital  cases,  have  induced  me  to  defer  any  suggestions  tending 
to  a  change  or  modification  of  existing  laws,  until  a  larger  meas- 
ure of  observation,  and  better  opportunities  for  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  their  tendencies  and  effect,  shall  enable  me  to  present 
them  with  a  settled  conviction  of  their  necessity  or  expediency. 
I  am  admonished  also,  by  the  reflection,  that  such  suggestions, 
in  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  to  the  people  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, as  the  efficient  administration  of  the  criminal  law, 
to  be  of  any  value  to  the  Legislature,  or  to  be  entitled  ta  its  con- 
fidence, must  be  entirely  free  from  the  suspicion  of  being  the 
fruits  of  a  crude  or  hastily  formed  judgment. 

I  therefore  have  restricted  myself  in  this  report,  to  what  is 
required  by  the  statute,  as  a  means  of  furnishing  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  materials  for  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  crime  in 
this  Commonwealth.
